Boy Bousman, the young man who 


came 
near 
fatally stabbing William 


sberidan at the Mrs. Annie Brady rooms 
at 564 East Eldorado street on the after- 
noon of March 5, was captured today at 
the home of his father at Hervey City, not 
far from Mt. Zion, by Deputy Sheriff gam 
Holmes, who was accompanied by JUfl 
Keadbead, the town marshal at Mt 
Zion. Ever since the cutting affray the 
officers had been trying to get trace of 
Bousman, but bad failed to locate him 
Deputy Holmes concluded that be would 
start out to win, and he succeeded. He 
left for Mt. Zion early this morning on a 
freight train, and quietly made diligent 
inquiries from house to house all through 
Wbistleville, near Mt. Zion. Some of the 
residents admitted tbat they had seen or 
heard of Bousman, but none could tell 
where be could bo found. Holmes walked 
back to Mt. Zion, and getting Readhead, 
started down the railroad track for Her- 
vey City. When near the Bousman dwell- 
ing Holmes noticed a move made by a 
member of the family which convinced 
him that bis man was in the bouse, and, 
hastening bis stops, be brushed tbe mem- 
bers of the family aside at the door and 
going into a bed room found Roy Bous- 
man biding behind a door. Holmes took 
him in charge at once and after a little 
parley took him to tbe station and brought 
him to Decatur on a train, placing him 
behind tbo bars at the county jail. 


Ibia afternoon Sheridan, who will 


probably recover from bis injuries, will 
swear out a state warrant charging Bous- 
inan with assault to murder. 


Out of I>itnger, 


William Sheridan, tbe man who was 


stabbed about a week ago, is rapidly re- 
covering frona his injuries. 
He was seri- 


ously injured but the attending physician 
says that ha thinks Sheridan is out of 
danger and that there is little doubt but 
tbat bo will recover.

Kiniey'n Cuban policy is definitely estab- 
lished. F»r tbe present he wjjl take no 
startling action In any direction unless 
new contingencies arise. 


IheSpnni'.hauthorltieabave been given 


to understand beyond all doubt tbat all 
reasonable demands made by Consul Gen- 
eral Lee must receive respectful attention. 
Wherever tho life or liberty of American 
citizens is at stake ho will receive ample 
protection from this government. 


No threats bave been made, but Minis- 


ter de Lome understands thoroughly and 
has informed his government that the 
I'nited States is prepared to send a war- 
ihip to Havana whenever its pxeaence 
Kerns necessary. 


For tbo present the neutrality laws will 


b3 enforced, but without any of the un- 
plea-ant detective work which distin- 
guished tbe last administration. Presl- 
dunt McKmley's subordinates will be 
made to understand that tbe Cuban sym- 
pathizers have as many rights under tbe 
law da the Spanisl 
unlinjte officials. 
There will be no vin-

He has this 
week abandoned Sancti Spirltns, and the 
rebels will soon be in undisputed control 
of Santa Clara province. 


Outside tbe big cities tbe rebels are 


very actl~e in Masanzas, Havana and 
Pinar del Bio provinces. They have 
captured several small towns lately in 
Mstanzas, and have again blown up a 
railroad train in Pinar del Bio. 


Troops of Begla, Guanabacoa and other 


suburbs of Havana are being augmented. 


General Weyler may leave Havana again 


soon, bnt it will not be with the hope of 
securing adavtage In tbe field. His main 
object now, according to military experts, 
Is to prevent tbe possibility of tbe capture 
of seaports by the combined forces of Go- 
mez and Garcia. 


It is felt by tbe Spanish that if tbe reb- 


els can obtain and bold even for a short 
time an important seaport they will de- 
mand and receive from tbe MoKinley ad- 
ministration recognition as belligerents. 


General Woyler can not defend both tbe 


country and the coast, and he seems to 
bave decided to let the country, where his 
farces-would be useless in tbe wet season, 
take care of itself while be concentrates 
his troops in the seaports to prevent their 
seizure. 


On tbe whole tbe Spanish are disheart- 


ened at the defensive program, while the 
rebels are encouraged by the outlook, and 
are also cheered by tbe successful l.-ndlng 
of several expeditions and the expecta- 
tion of more. Men who bave been In 
"the woods," but returned booauao they 
could get no arms, are going back again 
to the bush.

The story then transpired that for thirty 
years Mrs. Bovlan bad been insane.

ier husband, who has cooked tbe meals, 
lerfortuod tbe housework and nursed bis 
mbeoile wife. For thirty years Ibis faith- 
ul husband has never left his wife except 
or business or church engagements, and 
tas kept secret the story of bis family. 


It was late Saturday night before an

AT THE FIGHTERS' CAMP. 


Athens, March 12.—(Copyrighted by 


Associated Press.)—In spite of the repeat- 
ed assertions in tbo different capitals of 
Europe tbat tbe powers are acting in con- 
cert it is remarked here that If this were 
true tbe threatened coercion would have 
been accepted long ago. There seems to 
be only three ways out of tbe difficulty. 
First, for tho powers to accept thfi offers 
of Greece to allow her army, under for- 
eign officers, to pacify tbe Island, followed 
by a plebiscite to decide whether tbe Cre- 
tans shall bave annexation or autonomy. 
Second, tbe coercion of Greece by a block- 
ade of tbe Greek coasts and Crete. This 
would be dangerous, and difficult. 
It 


would require an Immense fleet as almost 
innumerable islands composing the Gre- 
cian archipelago would make such a block- 
ade ineffective. 
Besides Greece's reply 


wonld probably be the lighting of tbe fires 
of war In Macedonia, tbe beginning of a 
conflagration which might spread all over 
Europe. 
The third solution is found in 


tbe renewed rumors that King George of 
Greece may abdicate In favor of the crown 
prince Constantino, whose wife is a sister 
of Emperor William of Germany. 
Many 


believe this a means of clearing the eitu- 
tlon. In any case tbe war fever is ap- 


parently subdued no doubt on account of 
.he popular belief that an agreement may 


>8 reached between Greece and Turkey 
directly for a settlement of the Cretan 
question. This belief, however, is not 
leld in diplomatic circles where it Is said

ihrougb the powers. But there is no ces- 
lation of military activity hero or at Ha- 
onion. On both frontiers troops occupy 
itrategie position*,. 
Reinforcements are 


being pushed forward night and day. 
Armed peasants on botb sides of tho 
rentier are tbe most dangerous factors. 
A conflict there may occur'any moment; 
then it may be beyond human power to 
stem the tide of war which has been sul 
only rising for a long time. 


Great Britain proposed that gendarmes 


be organized in Crete by utilizing Greek 
roops but not using tbe Greek flag nor 
jreel^* officers. 
Bussia eventually an- 


swerQO>'that ae the powers had presented 
cb« ultimatum to Greece, and as Greece 
replied by offering to withdraw her fleet 
;he answer is conciliatory and partly satis- 
factory; 
therefore, Russia proposed to 


further a collective note demanding tbe 
withdrawa1 of Greek troops from Crete. 
France seconded the reply of Russia. Ger- 
many during tbe negotiations objected to 
the proposition that each of tbe powers 
advance a certain sum to pay for gun 
darmos and tbe expense of organizing an 
autonomy In Crete. Germany Is unwill- 
ing to spend a pfennig for that purpose. 
France this afternoon proposed to Great 
Britain tbat tbe powers Immediately or- 
ganize gendarmes in tbe name of tbe gov- 
ernor of Crete.he to be frcm Holland, Bel- 
glum or 
Switzerland. Several names 


were considered. Great Britain pointed 
out previous Cretan gendarmes ran away 
and millnied, tbat tbe Greek troops are 
bedt available for that purpose. Conse 
quently this proposal will probably be tbe 
modus Vivendi by which tbe situation 
will be solved, as no doubt the Greeks 
will accept.

Tbe powers, while united upon principle, 
bave not yet been able to reach a solution 
of tbe Cretan question.

It la not wise to attempt to teach a, 


baby more than one thing at a time. 
Neither the mother's strength nor the 
child's endurance should be taxed to 
;arry on several contests at once. All 
forces may wisely be concentrated on 
the \ital points, one after another. 


It will require some days after the 


baby eubmite to regular feeding to as- 
certain just how much it can assimilate 
each time it eats, and what is the best 
mter\al to maintain, between meals. 
During this experimental period, even 
though the hours of bleep do not re- 
ceive especial attention, the hours of 
feeding v.i>l of necessitj 
determine 


to some extent the periods of rest. If 
sufficiently well fed a baby even a 
month old can easily go without food 
from eleven p.m. to five a, in. And when 
once conv inecd that no food -n ill, in any 
event, be forthcoming between these 
hours, it will usually fall into the hab- 
it of sleeping-fioundl} d'irmg this time, 
fhould it prme impossible, even alter 
weeks of patient experiment, to induce 
the child to sleep thete six hours with- 
out food, it may be considered as posi- 
tively proied that the rood it consumes 
during the day is not sufficient for the 
demands of its system. If it has been 
fed regularly every two hours during 
the day from five a. m. to eleven p. m. 
it has had ten meals, and this should be 
enough to carry any child through the 
other BIX hours of fasting, unless the 
iood is essentially deficient in quantity 
or quality, or both. Therefore, if after 
persistent trial the baby cannot be 
made to eleep at night without feed- 
ing, its food should at once be the sub- 
ject of consultation between the moth- 
er and her physician. As almost all 
young children are led too much, in 
quantity, the quality of the food is, in 
00 cases out of 100, the element requir- 
ing investigation. 


If, however, this unbroken nights 


sleep is once accepted as a rule by the 
child, we should begin at once gradual- 
ly to lengthen, the time at both ends. 
The child should not be fed a minute 
before five o'clock, even if it is awake, 
and when it does not awake on time it 
ibhould be allowed to sleep on as long 
as it will. In this way it will itself, 
gradually and without any struggle, 
increase the hours of rest.—Harper's 
Bazar.

about the Shaus, as the people who live 
in. that country are called. 


The Shans punish homicide with 


death, but the singular feature about 
the execution! is that before it takes 
place the condemned is taken through 
the bazaar of the town ^ here he is to 
die, and at every liquor shop is given 
a drink of what he ehoo«es. The result 
is that most murderers reach the "Exe- 
cution Tree" in a state of hilarious or 
maudlin intoxication. When brought 
to the death place the name and crime 
of the criminal are read out, and the 
slip of bamboo on. "which they are writ- 
ten is tossed over his head. The crim- 
inal then kneels down, his arms are tied 
behind his bacli, and his head is struck 
off, Chinese fashion. 


There is a curious mixture of Jewish 


and Teutonic in the criminal law, how- 
ever; for the relatives of the mur- 
dered man or woman, have the privilege 
of taking- 300 rupees indemnity and let- 
ting: the slayer go, or they may demand 
life for life. 


In marriage, too, the custom is most 


curious. The bridegroom's procession 
advances to the bride's house, its way is 
blocked by ropes at various points, and 
the expectant husband has to pay toll. 
When, he reaches the bride's bouse the 
pair eat rice together, and their hands 
are tied together with a string. 


The funeral ceremonies are also dif- 


ferent from those wlhich are known to 
exist.

North and south tbis year will go 


forth expeditions of indomitable ex- 
plorers in another series of efforts to 
reach the poles. There is tbis year, how- 
ever, a disposition to confine most of 
the energy to Antarctic exploration. 
The mjslcry which has always sur- 
roimded polar expeditions is eertainlv 
more intense when concerned witb those 
directed toviard the south pole. The 
failure of the Antarctic explorers to 
determine anything-definite concerning 
the south polar continent, if there lie 
one, or the flora and funa of such lands 
as do o\ist may account for this ad- 
ditional interest. The vast ice barrier 
which stands between human curiosity 
and this unknown land, the awful depth 
of these seas, the silence and danger 
have all deepened this mystery and 
lent an attraction to Antarctic dis- 
covery. 


The Scotch and Norwegians 
have 


made some important finds in the south 
polar regions, and less than three years 
ago Borehgrevink added more largely 
to our stock of Antarctic information 
than anyone since the days of' Ross. 
This year three expeditions to thfct re- 
gion will be fitted out, one from Bel- 
gium and the other two from our own 
country. 
Neither of the American 


projects, however, has either sufficient 
money or adequate scientific prepara- 
tions behind it.

is that science and commerce have some 
reason for believing- that the (supply of 
seals and whales which once

A Medical Dlaeoverr Kecen' 


In Paris. 


An interesting and important med- 


ical discovery is re ported from Paris, 
and is now occupying tie attention of 
the Academy of Medicine, to which 
institution Dr. Calot has communicated 
the fact that he has discovered a cure 
for hunchbacks—at least in the case of 
children, where the mischief is in an 
incipient stage. The announcement by 
Dr. Calot of his mode of treatment, says 
the Daily Telegraph correspondent, 
was received by the faoulH v.ith a con- 
siderable spice of skeptic J=BI; but when 
he exhibited a series of photographs il- 
lustrating its effects on eight piitieats 
there vras a revulsion of feeling, and the 
belief seems now to be entertained that 
romething can be done, after all, If the 
deformity has not gone too far. 
Dr. 


Calot is practicing in a district where 
the affliction is not altogether rare, and 
thus he has been led to reflecton the pos- 
sibility of cure, and, after pondering on 
the subject, to make experiments 
which he considers not only promising, 
but successful. The object, of course, is 
to bring the spinal column into a 
straight line. In the case of the chil- 
dren on whom the method was tried, 
large wadded bandages were applied to 
the spot, and were tightened by the op- 
erator with the exercise of considerable, 
but very careful, force. 


A plaster mold was then affixed, and 


Kept on for three or four months, the 
back being found to be quite flat on its 
removal. Another apparatus of a sim- 
ilar kind was then, put on, and in eome 
instances a third, the little patient be- 
ing allowed.assoon astheresult was sat- 
isfactory to walk about in stays. About 
ten months was the period usually re- 
quired to insure acure. Dr. Calot natur- 
ally admit* that the original operation 
demands extreme care and attention, as 
a. false movement might produce a rup- 
ture of the spine, and might thus lead 
to immediate death. Some of the chil- 
dren with whom he dealt had been 
hunchbacks for upwards of eight years. 
Dr. Calot does not as yet venture to as- 
sert hia belief that much can be done 
for grown-up persons similarly afflict- 
ed, but he does not despair of alleviat- 
ing their distressed condition. He is on 
the point of leaving for ItaJy to enjoy a 
little well-earned rest,and on his return 
he intends to give some practical illus- 
trations of his mode of treatment to his 
medical colleagues. Any physician, in 
his opinion, could easily learn to oper- 
ate as he has done, for, as he says, with 
much good feeling, "I should like all 
vi ho have had to suffer from a deform- 
ity which has rendered their lives « 
cruel martyrdom to benefit by my dis- 
covery."—Pall Mall Gazette.

crossing a \alley, and as usual dur- 
ing a march, the females and young were 
in tilie center, the males heading the 
column and bringing up the rear. As 
the dogs nis>hed upon them, only the 
females took to flight* 


The males turned and faced the en- 


emy, 
growling, beating the ground w ith 


their hands, and open ing thuir mouths 
wide, so as to show their glittering 
teeth. They looked so fierce and ma- 
licious that the dogs—Arab greyhounds, 
accustomed to fight successfully with 
hyenaa and other beasts of prey—shrank 
back. By the time they were encour- 
aged to renew the attack, the whole 
herd had made thetfr way, covered by 
the rearguard, to the rocks, one six- 
months-old monkey alone excepted.

foundod by tie dogs, but he wna not 
long left in his perilous position.

DYNAMITt GUN CAPTURED. 


Insurgent/) Make a Chare* »nd Recover It 


Then Turn It Upon the SpanUnU. 


Key West, Fla., March 13.—A \etter 


was received here yesterday afterooen 
from Colonel Barrios, who Is with Gen- 
eral Riviera, in Pinordel Rio province. 
It gives an eicitlng account of tbo rmr 
rev: escape) which they bad from losing 
their famous dynamite gun by capture. 
This is the only gun of ita kind in the 
western section of Cuba and the Span- 
lards regard it with vengeful foelingp, as 
it has Inflicted great damage upon them 
at nil times. 


John Lynn, tho young Florida boy wlio 


is in command of It, is an oapcrt in 02 
plosives 
Ihe gun was stationed atone 


of the plateaus near the Gobernadra hills. 
There was a camp of about 300 men half 
a inilo from it, but where the gun was 
posted there were only flfty men, il not 
being supposed that tho Spaniard* could 
attack without tho other force being ap- 
prised of their approach. Col. Jose San- 
tos, of the Spanish army, with a force of 
800 men hid set out to attack this en 
campmont from San Christobal. Learn 
Ing through bis spies that the gun was 
comparatively unprotected, he detached a 
force of 200 men to move through the 
mountains and come in on tbelr rear. 
This force moved very secretly and early 
In the morning burst forth on the little 
band of Cubans guarding the gun, sur- 
prising them utterly. Before they could 
give the alarm they were cut down to a 
man. 
Though against the order of the 


Spanish captain, a number of shots had 
been fired. The main column In the 
meanwhile bad started up the usual path 
•which the Cubans bad strongly guarded 
and also n,lned. 


The party who captured the gun tonne 


they bad an elepbart oo tbelr band 
they had no way of moving it, as much 
as they wanted to possen it, and they *•' 
about disabling it Not understanding 
its mechanism, they kxrt about half an 
hour before understanding what to do 
In the meantime, Captain Lynn, who was 
absent from the camp, heard if the firing 
and suspecting something ot tbs kind, be 
gathered a force of 100 insurgents, com 
prising twenty-five Americans, and they 
came on the run to the rewue of this be 
loved gun 
Pressing throogu the thicket 


they dashed at the Spaniard*, who wer 
clustered among the huts and around tb 
gun, charging with wild cries of "Cuba 
Libre." The charge was too fierce to be 
withstood, and the Bpanl«h>ere drlvei 
from the plateau with gnat loss, man; 
being thrown bodily down its steep sides.
